THROWN FROM MOVING TRAIN. 
Falling from a moving freight 'train 
which arrived at Gettysburg about two 
o’clock one morning last week, Brakeman 
Roach escaped serious injuries and death 
in a most remarkable manner. The ac* 
cident occured near Maria Furnace and 
his absence from the train was not dis­ 
covered by the crew until Gettysburg was 
reached. As the train neared Maria Fur­ 
nace on its way down the mountain Brake­ 
man Roach was on one of the coal cars 
operating the brake wheel, tt revolved 
suddenly, throwing him off and, fortun­ 
ately, to the side of the track instead of 
between the cars. For some time he lay 
along the track, stunned and suffering 
from cuts and bruises on many parts of 
his body. He finally recovered sufficient­ 
ly to crawl over to the track and place a 
a warning cap on the rail. This signaled 
the next freight train and they picked 
him up, taking him to Fairfield where he 
was given attention. It was found that 
his injuries, though numerous and pain­ 
ful, were not serious* When his own 
train reached Gettysburg and he did not 
make his appearance a search was institu­ 
ted. His lantern was found on topof the 
car on which he had been operating the 
brakes. The other members of the crew 
were relieved later in the morning when 
they learned that he had escaped death 
and would recover from his injuries.
